Once the TLC Nursing Home, then Bradford Manor - a rooming house with a name grander than its reality 
- the building on Barrie St. is now being transformed into a new concept in housing for Seniors at risk of 
homelessness or being “warehoused” in hospital, by LOFT Community Services. 



LOFTy 
plans for 
the Manor 

Bradford - Many seniors and older 
adults are falling through the cracks 
in the system, and not getting the 
housing and support they need, says 
Terry McCullum, CEO of LOFT. 

There may be housing supports 
available for low-income seniors, and 
counselling for mental health and 
addictions - but there are few options 
for older adults and seniors who 
are alone and on their own, without 
family to act as advocates or provide 
support, and who face physical or 
mental challenges that can put them 
at risk of homelessness. 

LOFT (Leap Of Faith Together) 
Community Services has just bought 
the old Bradford Manor, on Barrie 
St. - a boarding house with capacity 
for 55 people. LOFT plans to totally 
renovate the Manor, renaming it 
“Bradford House) to provide a unique 
housing option for seniors. 

“The health care system has 
tremendous financial challenges and 
we need to find both cost and service 
efficiencies," McCullum says. "When 
an older adult falls through the cracks 
and ends up in a hospital, it can cost 
$1,000 per day or more. 

“We put that same person in 
housing with appropriate support 
and services for as little as $49 per 
day." 

The first step for LOFT will be 
raising the money to refurbish the 
old building, says Bradford resident 
Carolyn Donaldson, who is the new

Church celebrates 75th 


@ the Bradford Public Library 


Ansnorveldt - Holland Marsh 
Christian Reformed Church, in 
the hamlet of Ansnorveldt, is 
celebrating a 75th Anniversary 
this year. 

The Holland Marsh took 5 
years to drain, before it was 
ready for farmers. In 1934, 
Canadian Representative of 
the Netherlands Emigration 
Foundation, John Snor, 
encouraged 18 Dutch families 
to call the Holland Marsh home 

- the nucleus of an expanding, 
prosperous farming community 

soon to be called Ansnorveldt. 
The name combines the Dutch 
words “aan” “veld” and the name 
“Snor" - meaning “On Snor’s 
Field.” 

Many of the new setders 
came from a Reformed Church 
background. They arrived in June, 
and on July 15,1934, four people 
attended the first worship service 

- held in a chicken coop that 
John Rupke bruit. The sermon 
was read by Mr. A. Havinga, from 
the text, Genesis 32:9-12, where 
God tells Jacob to continue his 
journey to setde in the land of 
Canaan, because “I will make you 
prosper.” 

By Christmas of that year, 50 
people would gather in one of 
the homes twice on Sunday, for 
worship. Every few months, the 
Minister from the First Christian 
Reformed Church of Hamilton 
came to conduct the service of 
Baptism and Holy Communion. 

As time went on, more and 
more people arrived from 
Christian Reformed Churches 
in Hamilton and Chatham, to 
build homes, work the land 
and farm. The Church grew, in 
numbers as well as financially, 
as the Marsh developed and its 
vegetables became a sought-after 
commodity. 

On March 23,1938, the church 
was officially organized and 
named the Holland Marsh 
Christian Reformed Church, 


affiliated with Christian 
Reformed Church in North 
America. It had 88 members. 

Through the years, the church 
continued to grow, necessitating 
a new church to be established 
on the Springdale side of the 
Marsh in 1952, and another in 
Newmarket, in 1955. And a new 
building was completed in 1960 
at the current HMCRC site,on 
Dufferin St. 

The congregation has been 
blessed with 9 pastors. Current 
pastor, Rev. Richard Bodini, 
celebrated his 3rd anniversary of 
service in March. 

The Anniversary Weekend of 
the Holland Marsh Christian 
Reformed Church wifi be 
celebrated April 27 and 28 - 
beginning Saturday with an 


meal, provided by church 
members, at the adjacent 
Holland Marsh District Christian 
School. There will be skits, stories, 
greetings from previous pastors, 
a video, pictures, song, and good 
food, beginning at 5 p.m. 

On Sunday, the 10 a.m. Worship 
Service will focus on the theme 
text from Psalm 78, which 
remembers and celebrates God’s 
faithfulness and instruction to 
teach the next generations about 
the Lord. 

The church is thankful for all 
who grew up, passed through, 
had a connection with or belong 
to the “muck land church” and 
who have special memories of 
its Vacation Bible Schools, Girls 
and Boys Clubs or special events. 
For 75 years, Holland Marsh 
Christian Reformed Church has 
touched lives in King Township, 
Newmarket, Bradford and 
beyond, and looks forward to 
sharing God’s gifts for many more 
years to come.

Impaired charges are up, in 2012 
and 2013 - despite tougher penalties 
and enforcement. 

In 2012, South Simcoe Police 
charged 117 people with Impaired 
Driving, 78 with Over .080, and 
issued 141 WARN-range suspensions. 
“These numbers are staggering,” 
says Staff Sgt. Steve Wilson. “These 
are all preventable occurrences, 
through proper planning and 
choices." 

Any consumption of alcohol can 
have an impact the ability to drive. 
Police use accurate screening devices 
to determine the concentration of 
alcohol in the bloodstream. 

A blood alcohol concentration
